The Career of a ISoted Criminal 
of the East Indies. 

(London Times.) 
To tlioae who beliovo tliiit thu prac 
ticoof thugj;eo ban been complt^tely put 
down in India tlu? Btory ot Sharfu or 
Sharif-uddiii, whose career of crime has 
just terminated by his being aontended 
lo tranHportation for life, will come 
na an unpleasant revi-hiiion Sharfu 
was the son of a butcher in a small 
village in tlif- Punjab, anil ■.vheu yet a 
boy he developed ft m (irked lanlo nut 
only for gambling, but even for card- 
.sharping. At the ago of 18, having 
quarreled with hia father, he left his 
native village and joined himsol/ to a 
party of horse-dealers. Ho then joined 
the Bareilly police, but wa.s .sliortly af- 
terward Hentenced to liflecn uionlli.s' 
imprisonment for injui ing his wife, the 
daughter of Tliakur, wbom In; had ab- 
ducted. Ill the Bareiily- jaii he came 
in contact with Tikka Ham, the head 
of a band of poi.soners in the northwest 
■ jirovince. On ricovci ing their liberty 
thev re.sunii il ..ipiTaiion.-i to;;etlier, mak- 
ing their he id qufirti'r« at the io»vn of 
Agra. Afti'r six years' work of unde 
tected crime, the two fell out and 
Sharfu joined the police force again, 
only, however, to beidiamissed again in 
a few months. It 'was after this occur- 
rence that he reantiaed his operations 
as a profpssionai poi.soncr on his own 
account. His mode of operations wan 
simple. Disgui.sing him.self aa a well- 
to-do native o^ Oude, he used to way- 
lay and enter into conversation with 
those native.sof the province who hap 
pened to be returnini^ with thi'ir Hav- 
ings. His favorite scciu' of operation 
wa.s on the (Jraiul Trun!; road. (.)uc(.' 
he had struck up a companionship 
with these unsuspecting travelers it 
was an easy matter to take food with 
them, and Sharfu rari-ly failed to in- 
troduce the opium or d'lutura needed 
to drug his victims, whom lie spi'ndily 
relieved of their aavings. Most of 
these unwary persona recovered when 
pur.suii was uhelesa, but many or them 
died.,^ liis ojjeraiions between tlie 
years 1867 and 1862 were particularly 
numerous and succe.-sful; and ofUcial 
reports recognized the extent to wiiioh 
thuggee prevailed in Punjab during 
that period. In July, 1^-81, hia secret 
was revealed by Tikku Ram's wifi", 
with whom ho bad been living for 
fourteen years; and be bad only just 
suflBcient warning to make a hurrii d 
retreat into RaypootiDici. There he 
renewed his old nraciict-, and placed 
his Fcrvicea at the •;lis|iosal of tliose 
who had inconvenient rehiiivea to get 
rid of, and who could pay handsomely 
for the dangerous work. He long 
baffled the pursuit of the ofScials, and 
it was not until the present year that 
he was diw'ovcred, through the m.itru- 
mentality of Tikka Rum, undergoing a 
short term of iini)ri,^onn)enl in Agra 
jail under a cUii'erent name. Brought 
up for trial at Loodiana, he admitted 
his guilt of ninety six cases of murder 
and drugging, and whs sentenced to 
death, which was afterwards modified 
to transportation for life. Sharfu'a 
long impunity tihows the creat tlilficulty 
of <letecting crime in Inriia, at the .same 
time that it, reveals the e.xtonHivo or 
gaiiization which criminals have form- 
ed, in the Punjab at all events. Much 
light has recently been thrown by Dr. 
Leilner on the argot which thieves in 
the Punjab have framed for tht ir own 
use,and of whicii goverment officials are 
absolutely ignorant.

Ultimately the hearing was 
adjourned for a week in oider that

Isi the Jrticlo on backj'tirds, which lately 
appeared in tiieso cnUimna, much more 
might have been said, for aaiiitary pro- 
Cftutions are iMtlior iiecoesary or they am 
not. If they are iiecesaary a reluctance 
to deal with a di-s.igreeablo subject liu3 
notliiiig to do with the matter. If people 
neglect duties they ouj^ht t'.i perform from 
the most ordinary motives of coiniiion 
sense and decency, there is no merit in 
concouling the truth. Tho writer has 
aometiiucs thought it would bo an excel- 
lent custom to choose Iho drawing room 
or "best pariur" in every house, with the 
windoiss looking iiiL',' the bade yard, and 
in this way every visitor that called W'julil 
bccoDio a sort of nan.tary in.specto", and 
all thu primness would not be uccuninlat- 
ed ill :ho front of tho house, and all the 
dirt and slovBulincss in the rear. Tlu< 
parlor or living room would then look out 
on ihu street and bo much nioro enter 
tainii'ijj, and probably healthful for the 
younger branches of the family. Before 
this arrani<einont could be carried out, 
however, the back yard would, us a rule, 
reqairo couaidorablu revision. If the re- 
port of the chief engineer and fire war 
dons be true, that sanitary institution, 
theChinamnn with liia niyht soil cart, is 
allowed to pass iiiaiiy back doora, wliilt- 
cesspuols and privies are not only full, 
but overflowing, and have become alike 
olTensivo and daiigeruu.s. No doubt a 
great deal wants doing in the city of Vic- 
toria in the way of public sanitury work, 
but an excellent .and inexpensive befjin- 
oing can bo made by culiivatm^' cleiinli- 
nesB and iieiilness as private virtuen, and 
this is rendered all the more necessary 
from the very absence of other means 
which ought to e.xist, and which it may 
possibly be some time before wo possess. 
Asa corre.-ipondent in another column re- 
fers to these matters more particularly it 
is only necesaiu-y to say th;it tlio two-<iiost 
important items are a jierinanent system 
of drainage and a small force <if city scav- 
engers. As the municipal elections are 
now coining oil it is doubtless an excel- 
lent time for the citizen.^ to declare their 
views on these subjucts t(j the liianhiiiL; 
candidates for liunors. As to the drain- 
age 83'3toni, the city eni^'ineers have 
already taken some levels and made some 
calculations, and the city will be provi- 
ded at least with the inception of a drain- 
age plan just 80 soon as they show 
themselves in earnest about tho matter. 
As to thef^cavonyei-ing, that ini^ht be in- 
troduced at once al a comnnralivoly small 
outlay, and might, indeed, be regarded 
as a sort of surface drainage. There ii, 
already some small effort made in this 
direction, for after very rainy weather 
men are sometimes to be observed actual- 
ly scraping tho orincipal slroets. From 
their nature, however, not much can be 
done in this lino, ijut the gutters can be 
kept clean and tidy by giving them a 
daily sweeping, which would improve the 
appearance of tho streets greatly. Last 
year tliere was considerable work done 
and many premi-^es were overhauled aiul 
nuisances abated, and although the mode 
of dealing with thcic matters is not S(j 
prompt as in some cities, it is probably 
not UDBuited to the situation. Of course 
it is highly desirable that tho people and 
the city fathers should take an intcre.st in 
improving tho;janitary condition and gen- 
eral attractions of tho city, and largo 
■ums spent in this way would doubtless 
prodaco proportionate results. In the 
absence, however, of a necessary system 
of drainage and scavongering, every man 
can contiibute much to the general bene- 
fit by constituting himself tho sanitary 
inspector of his liwn liack yard, and thus 
promote not only lii.s fiwn health and 
comfort, but thai uf iiis neighbor, and 
the health of the city at large. 

THE CUINEBE. 

Tho bill introduced by Mr. Raybould 
should not engage tho serious attention of 
the house. It ia entirely local and class 
in it.4 operatioii and unconstitutional in 
its acfjpo. A select conuniltee (jf the 
house havo just reported a bill which 
strikes at the root of an ncknowled;^'ed 
evil. When the leader of the opposition 
introduced his anti Chinese r.meiidniont 
to the Settlement Bill he liad no fiupport- 
crs because it was deemed dcsir^ius that 
the house should be unanimous on tlio 
evil. Tho samo objection holds t^ood 
now. Therp should not bo one diusen- 
tient voice on a sensible measure for tlie 
exclusion of Chine'se. But Mr. Ray- 
boulu'sbill is unconstitutional and should 
not occupy the attention of tiie honso an- 
other moment. The country looks for 
practical legislation, not claptrap, from 
the house, 



liiBlit and Sweetness. 

To THK Editor : — In a few days a new 

municipal council will be elected for A''ic- 
toVia. Could the electors and rate piiyer.-s 
of this city of the future be only impres.s- 
od with tho importance of tho motto, 
"Light and Sweetness," they would sure- 
ly put this question to the respective can- 
didates for otlice, " Are you prepared to 
vote for a main drainage scheme and sew- 
ers for tho city ?" Victoria may have 
been slow in the past, but her progress in 
building and population has been vi.'ry 
sure. The uumbers inhabiting tho city 
have increased, are increasing and will in- 
crease still mote rapidly on completion of 
tho numerous facilities for reaching this 
hitherto far-off province of Her Majesty's 
dominions. A warning voice from a re- 
cent arrival, who has made sanitary mat- 
ters his study, may not then be in vain. 

In a recent article of yours on '•llack 
Yards" ynu call attention to the outward 
and visible signs of sanitary neglect 
which aro most objectionable and ruijuiro 
tho remedies ynu suggest ; but there are 
other and greater evils than the soon. 
The tall musts ofj tho electric light throw 
its rays around and brilli.intly I'ght up 
tho city and its surroundingj ao. ve ; bu! 
to the eye of tho sanitary physician there 
is a terrible gloom and darkness below, 
where no r.ay of light aa yot has been 
thrown. I mean from overflowing cess- 
potds and open privies, from which the 
saturated soil can no longer ab.sorb tln^ 
deleterious poisons generited. is'r.w is 
tho season for work to bo undertaki-ii, 
when tho constant and frequent rams 
keep down the miasmatic exhalations, lUJt 
when tho heat of summer causes thorn to 
rise and contaminate the atmosphere. 

Tho sanitary roquiroinents of Victoria 
aro : 

Pirst — thorough main ilram lye 
scheme with a main sewer emptying oit i 
the sea at or about Ross liny, below l.w 
tidewater mark, for the aouthrii' and 
eastern portions of tho city. For the 
north and western portion tho main 
sewer will have to empty into the water 
at the upper end of the harbor. I'lns is 
unfortnr.ato but unavoidable, (he levels 
[irevonting any other course for tlu; 
northern sewer, tho only other alterna- 
tive being the collection of the sewage 
into tanks and the establishmont of a 
sewage farm on the S.ianicli road. 

Second — The establishment of city 
scavengers for sweejiing the roads, em]uy- 
ing luh bins, and llushing and uleai iiig 
tho open drains, which ought to be all 
boxed or, still better, bricked. 

Third— Inspection by a sanitary atalf 
of inspectors ; a'l ce.sspoo'.a and open 
privien wirliin city liinit.s to bo abolish .'d. 

And, lastly, a pure water aup[ily. ^ The 
present from a stagnant lake is unlit for 
the drinking of a large city, which pioai- 
isos to become, and may deservedly bo 
made, the health and pleasure resort (for 
tho summer, at any rate) of the Pacitie 
coast. The change of the supply mi-lii 
easily bo made by taking the water fnun 
the upper end of Elk Lake, instead .if ilo' 
lower end'of Beaver Lake as i.s now ihv 
case. 

Tho reputation of a health resort is 
slowly made but very quickly unmade. 
What of our summer visitors and iiile id- 
ing settlors, when typhoid, .sciirlatiim and 
di|itheria are reported as not iiieiely (-oi- 
demio but ENl'KMIi; in our midst. I'lianki 
to the climate and, above all, to the 
afternoon sea breezos which como so n g- 
ularly in Bummor, you have hitherto es 
caped, but even these will not s.ive you 
much longer. Be warned in time. Pre- 
voutioK is bettor than cure.

London, Jan. 12. — It is reported that 
owing to Fenian threats tho garrison at 
Windsor Castle has been ordered tn pro- 
pare to turn out at a moment's notice. 

Cairo, Jan. 12. — 'Ihe miuislnr of war 
has drafted a statement regarding the pro- 
posed evacuation of Soudan showing that 
if 21,000 men and 84 guns in Soudvn 
Were removed to Khartoum and the am- 
munition stored at Kansala it would re- 
quire 4000 camels; and 0000 of the ma- 
terial on the Abyssinian frontier wiia also 
removed which will take throo months 
and require 13,000 boats. Several Be- 
douin tribes along tho Nile between Khar- 
toum and Berber have declared f»r El 
Mahdi. Orders have boon sen to Khar- 
toum for the civil population to quit the 
town. 

Paris, Jan. 12. — Figaro, commenting 
on the extraordinary increase of suicide in 
tho gay capital, estimates that the past 
year over 4,000 persons destroyed them- 
selves in Paris alone.

Lo.vDON, Jan. 12. — Henry George said 

to an interviewer to-day that he had al- 
ways been led to believe that there was a 
wide difference between tho tempers of 
tho English and Amorican audiences; 
but last night he discovered that .-Vmeri- 
cans and Englishmen were more nearly 
alike than he had ever before believed. 

1 he Englishman was, perhaps, more apt 
to interrupt speakers with pertinent ques- 
tions at inopportune moments, but was 
also ready to freely render praise whenever 
any praise was due. Ho was convinced 
that tho theory of the nation.Hlism of the 
land had already taken deep root in tho 
United Kingdom and its practical con- 
summation was only a question of time. 
The movement in England had already aa 
sumed such a concrete form that it would 
now be impossible for atatesmon to be- 
little or doubt. When he had finished 
his lecturing tour ho said he intended to 
make a trip to Ireland, whore ho had 
friends whom he had promised to visit. 
Aftowards he would go to Berlin to ar- 
range for tho publication of his new book, 
"Social Problems." All the newspapers 
to-day contain comments on Georges 
lecture. Orthodox, whig and tory or- 
gans exhibited themselves in hyper- 
criticism. A few of the liberal journals 
faintly praise many of George's proposi- 
tions, but on the wholo hia prograiiinie 
upsets tho stomachs of the majority. The 
Pall Mall CJaz.etto, which has always 
taken tho lead in land reform, repudiates 
George's pet measure fur tho noncompen- 
sation of landlords for land which by 
legislation may bo wrested from them.
